SMOKING REPORT ANNIVERSARY 
The fourth anniversary of Smoking and Health, 
the J an. 11, 19 64, report of an advisory com­ 
mittee to the U. S. Surgeon General, finds the 
smoking controversy still raging. 
Although the 
committee warned that 1 ‘Cigarette smoking is a 
health hazard of efficient importance in the 
United States to warrant appropriate remedial 
action,” cigarette sales took only a momentary 
dip before resuming their steady upward climb. 
In 19 67, according to the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, Americans smoked around 551 billion cig ­ 
arettes — about 215 packs (of 20 cigarettes each) 
for every person 18 y ears of age or older. 
A 19 67 U. S. Public Health Service report, The 
Health Consequences of Smoking, 
affirmed and 
extended the findings of the 19 64 report. 
Both 
documents declared that cigarette smoking con­ 
tributed substantially to mortality from certain 
specific diseases, including lung cancer, respir­ 
atory troubles and heart ailments. Surgeon Gen­ 
eral William H. Stewart said last Oct. 2 that the 
connection between smoking and health was no 
longer debatable: 
“ The debate now is what we 
do about it.” 
Little, in fact, has been done. The warning that 
has appeared on cigarette packages since J an. 1, 
19 66 — “ Caution: 
Cigarette Smoking May Be

.J UDICIAL ABSURDITY IN KANSAS CITY 
Like the higher federal court in Washington, the 
U.S. Court in Kansas City seem s so technically 
oriented that at least two of its members are 
c unable to exercise any degree of common, ordin- 
a- ary horse-sense. 
In a split decision last week, the Kansas City 
court ruled invalid Missouri’s latest attempt to 
« appease the federal judiciary in reapportionment 
of the state’s 10 Congressional seats. 
1 The court order not only invalidates the last 
General Assem bly ’s remap plan, but invalidates 
the declarations of all candidates who have filed 
thus far and g oes even further to prevent no addi­ 
tional filing s until a new apportionment plan is ar­ 
rived at. 
It is, boiled down to the essentials, a clear-cut 
case of judicial absurdity . 
Two of the three-member court agreed that the 
reapportionment plan, which had only a four per 
cent population differential between the^l^ dis­ 
tricts, was nof fh*confbfirnify %rfth thC 
Su­ 
preme Court’s “ one man-one vote” rule. 
It is interesting to note that the one dissenting 
judge to this asinine opinion has previously served 
in a leg islative body and is familiar with the dif­ 
ficult process of securing approval of any kind of 
reapportionment. The remaining two judges - the 
two narrow-minded dissenters - have had no leg is­ 
lative experience and a good many Missourians 
today are wondering whether they had had any 
legal training or experience in good judgment. 
The ruling last week serves to disrupt the im­ 
portant Tenth Congressional District campaign 
for the next several months. At least some of 
the present six candidates are even wondering 
whether they should continue in the race. There 
w ill be no other candidates, under the court rul­ 
ing, until the special session of the General 
Assembly draws another plan. 
This is the kind of disservice the Kansas City 
federal court has done to Southeast Missouri. 
And while two members of the court are worried 
about the four per cent, why did they not give 
some consideration to the remaining 9 6 per cent? 
Can the court, in good conscience, split such ju­ 
dicial hairs and deprive citizens of the right to 
select their U.S. Representatives in an intelligent, 
thoughtful campaign? 
We urge state officials to appeal the federal court 
ruling. This will serve to keep the Warren court 
busy and will buy for the state sufficient time to 
follow the present remap plan. It will let Mis­ 
souri's Attorney General goto Washington on sev­ 
eral occasions, at taxpay er expense. These trips 
may do him good.

. JUDICIAL ABSURDITY IN KANSAS CITY 
Like the higher federal court in Washington, the 
U.S. Court in Kansas City seems so technically 
oriented that at least two of its members are 
r unable to exercise any degree of common, ordin- 
o- ary horse-sense. 
In a split decision last week, the Kansas City 
2; court ruled invalid Missouri’s latest attempt to 
* appease the federal judiciary in reapportionment 
of the state’s 10 Congressional seats. 
_ The court order not only invalidates the last 
General Assembly’s remap plan, but invalidates 
the declarations of all candidates who have filed 
thus far and goes even further to prevent no addi­ 
tional filings until a new apportionment plan is ar­ 
rived at. 
It is, boiled down to the essentials, a clear-cut 
case of judicial absurdity. 
Two of the three-member court agreed that the 
reapportionment plan, which had only a four per 
cent population differential between the Id dis- 
tf*icts, was^nof fn‘confofmify *wfth the t#S>T Su­ 
preme Court’s “one man-one vote” rule. 
It is interesting to note that the one dissenting 
judge to this asinine opinion has previously served 
in a legislative body and is familiar with the dif­ 
ficult process of securing approval of any kind of 
reapportionment. The remaining two judges - the 
two narrow-minded dissenters - have had no legis­ 
lative experience and a good many Missourians 
today are wondering whether they had had any 
legal training or experience in good judgment. 
The ruling last week serves to disrupt the im­ 
portant Tenth Congressional District campaign 
for the next several months. At least some of 
the present six candidates are even wondering 
whether they should continue in the race. There 
will be no other candidates, under the court rul­ 
ing, until the special session of the General 
Assembly draws another plan. 
This is the kind of disservice the Kansas City 
federal court has done to Southeast Missouri. 
And while two members of the court are worried 
about the four per cent, why did they not give 
some consideration to the remaining 96 percent? 
Can the court, in good conscience, split such ju­ 
dicial hairs and deprive citizens of the right to 
select their U.S. Representatives in an intelligent, 
thoughtful campaign? 
We urge state officials to appeal the federal court 
ruling. This will serve to keep the Warren court 
busy and will buy for the state sufficient time to 
follow the present remap plan. It will let Mis­ 
souri’s Attorney General goto Washington on sev­ 
eral occasions, at taxpayer expense. These trips 
may do him good. 
At the same time, the legislature should see if 
it can’t overcome the objection of the Kansas City 
hairsplitters, although the Republicans and Negro 
Democrats in the House at Jefferson City are going 
to make this job as difficult as it was during the 
last session.

SMOKING REPORT ANNIVERSARY 
The fourth anniversary of Smoking and Health, 
the Jan. 11, 1964, report of an advisory com­ 
mittee to the U. S. Surgeon General, finds the 
smoking controversy still raging. 
Although the 
committee warned that “Cigarette smoking is a 
health hazard of efficient importance in the 
United States to warrant appropriate remedial 
action,” cigarette sales took only a momentary 
dip before resuming their steady upward climb. 
In 1967, according to the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, Americans smoked around 551 billion cig­ 
arettes — about 215 packs (of 20 cigarettes each) 
for every person 18 years of age or older. 
A 1967 U. S. Public Health Service report, The 
Health Consequences of Smoking, 
aixirmed and 
extended the findings of the 1964 report. 
Both 
documents declared that cigarette smoking con­ 
tributed substantially to mortality from certain 
specific diseases, including lung cancer, respir­ 
atory troubles and heart ailments. Surgeon Gen­ 
eral William H. Stewart said last Oct. 2 that the 
connection between smoking and health was no 
longer debatable: 
“The debate now is what we 
do about it.” 
Little, in fact, has been done. The warning that 
has appeared on cigarette packages since Jan. 1, 
1966 — “Caution: 
Cigarette Smoking May Be 
Dangerous to Your Health” — has had scant ef­ 
fect as a deterrent. 
It is too early to measure 
the impact of a Federal Communications Com­ 
mission order of June 3, 1967, requiring radio 
and television stations to allow “a significant 
amount of time” for the “other side of this con­ 
troversial issue.” 
The Columbia Broadcasting 
System will telecast a special program, “The Na­ 
tional Smoking Test,” on Tuesday, Jan. 16, with 
the objective of helping viewers who smoke to 
determine their reasons for doing so. 
Several bills aimed at regulating cigarette ad­ 
vertising were introduced in the last session of 
Congress, but none became law. Renewed efforts 
at regulation may be expected in 1968.

while, the tobacco industry holds to the position, 
expressed last June by John D. Palmer, presi­ 
dent of Tobacco Associates, that “So far, not one 
human being . . . can be proved to have died from 
cigarette smoking.”

U k e the higher federal court in W i^hington, the 
I .S. Court in Kansas City seem s so technically 
oriented that at least two of its members are 
unable to exercise any degree of common, ordin­ 
ary horse-sense, 
In a split decision last week, the Kansas City 
court ruled invalid Missouri's latest attempt to 
- appease the federal judiciary in reapportionment 
of the state's IO Congressional seats. 
The court order not only invalidates the last 
General A ssem bly’s remap plan, but invalidates 
th** declarations of all candidates wig) have filed 
thus far and goes even further to prevent no addi­ 
tional filings until a new apportionment plan is ar­ 
rived at. 
It is, boiled down to the essentials, a clear-cut 
case of judicial absurdity. 
Two of the three-member court agreed that the 
reapportionment plan, which had only a four per 
cent population differential between the lu dis­ 
tricts, was^nof fn \-onforrrify “'u Rh the t IST Su­ 
preme Court's “ one man-one vote” rule. 
It Is interesting to note that the one dissenting 
judge to this asinine opinion has previously served 
in a legislative body and is familiar with the dif­ 
ficult process of securing approval of any kind of 
reapportionment. The remaining two judges - the 
tw j narrow -mindeddissenters - have had no legis­ 
lative experience and a good many Missourians 
today are wondering whether they had had any 
legal training or experience in good judgment. 
The ruling last week serves to disrupt the im­ 
portant Tenth Congressional District campaign 
for the next several months. At least some of 
the present six candidates are even wondering 
whether they should continue in the race. There 
will be no other candidates, under the court rul­ 
ing, 
until the special session of the General 
Assembly draws another plan. 
This is the kind of disservice the Kansas City 
federal court has done to Southeast Missouri. 
And while two members of the court are worried 
about the four per cent, why did they not give 
some consideration to the remaining 96 percent? 
Can the court, in good conscience, split such ju­ 
dicial flairs and deprive citizens of the right to 
select their U.S. Representatives in sn intelligent, 
thoughtful campaign? 
We urge state officials to appeal the federal court 
ruling. This will serve to keep the Warren court 
busy and will buy for the state sufficient time to 
follow the present remap plan, It will let Mis­ 
souri’s Attorney General go to W ashington on sev­ 
eral occasions, at taxpayer expense. These trips 
may do him good. 
At the same time, the legislature should see if 
it can’t overcome the objection of the Kansas City 
hairsplitters, although the Republicans and Negro 
Democrats in the House at Jefferson City are going 
to make this job as difficult us it was during the 
last session. 
Citizens of Southeast Missouri must now have 
some appreciation of the frustration felt by the late 
President Franklin Roosevelt when another fed­ 
eral court let absurd technicalities stand in the 
way of the public welfare.

SMOKING REPORT ANNIVERSARY 
The fourth anniversary of Smoking and Health, 
the Jan. JI, 1964, report of an advisory com ­ 
mittee to the I’. S. Surgeon General, finds the 
smoking controversy still raging. 
Wthough the 
committee warned that “ Cigarette smoking is a 
health 
hazard of efficient 
importance in the 
United States to warrant appropriate remedial 
action,” cigarette sales took only a momentary 
dip before resuming their steady upward climb. 
In 1967, according to the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, Americans smoked around 551 billion cig­ 
arettes - - about 215 packs (of 20 cigarettes each) 
for every person 18 years of age or older. 
A 1967 ll. S. Ihihlic Health Service report, The 
Health Consequences of Smoking, 
affirmed and 
extended the findings of the 1964 report. 
Both 
documents declared that cigarette smoking con­ 
tributed substantially to mortality from certain 
specific diseases, including lung cancer, respir­ 
atory troubles and heart ailments. Surgeon Gen­ 
eral William H. Stewart said last Oct. 2 that the 
connection lietween smoking and health was no 
longer debatable: 
“ The debate now is what we 
do about it.” 
Little, in fact, has lieen done. The warning that 
has appeared on cigarette packages since Jan. I, 
1966 - - “ Caution: 
Cigarette Smoking May Be 
Dangerous to Your Health” — has had scant ef­ 
fect as a deterrent. 
It is too early to measure 
the impact of a Federal Communications Com­ 
mission order of June 3, 1967, requiring radio 
and television stations to allow **a significant 
amount of tim e” for the “ other side of this con­ 
troversial issu e.” 
The Columbia Broadcasting 
System will telecast a special program, “ The Na­ 
tional Smoking Test,” on Tuesday, Jan. 16, with 
the objective of helping viewers who smoke to 
determine their reasons for doing so. 
Several bills aimed at regulating cigarette ad­ 
vertising were introduced in the last session of 
Congress, but none became law. Renewed efforts 
at regulation may tie expected in 1968.

while, the tobacco industry holds to the position, 
expressed last June by John D. Palmer, presi­ 
dent of Tobacco Associates, that “ So far, not one 
human being . . . can lie proved to have died from 
cigarette smoking.”
